Columbia Hold a Sllirht Lead Almoct 


to tbe Plrnt Murk, bat Shamrock: 
Overtook Her and \Va> Half a Mil* 
Aliead When the Race Bnded. ~ 
New York, Oct. 2.—At 3:40 o'clock 


yesterday afternoon the third - contest 
of the present series for the America's 
cup was called off by the judges. 


The Shamrock for the second "time in 


the windward work passed the Co- 
lumbia and turned the Qrst mark more 
than three minutes in tht lead. 


With bare steering way and fre- 


quently without that th> 
Columbia 


showed tM way down tbe major part 
of the windward leg of the course. 
She had most of the time a good berth 
to windward and a good lead on the 
Shamrock. 


A royal battle for the weather berth 


was fought at the start, Barr again 
and again pulling out of difficulties. 


The Shamrock crossed the line too 


soon and was recalled. This settled it. 
The Columbia came down to the line 
with a good full and swept across well 
in the lead and with the advantage of 
the weather berth. 


A Flttnl Breeze. 


A few minutes after 10 o'clock the 


Shamrock had set her club topsail, 
staysail and jib in addition to bet 
mainsail, and n minute or two after thet 
Columbia followed suit. 
The sails 


tilled fairly well as they came about to 
the wind, but the breeze appeared to 
be rather fitful. 


Then both the racers dropped their 


tow lines and 
stood off. while the 


fudges' boat took a position somewhat 
to the north of the lightship. 


Soon after the warning signal was 


fired the Columbia stood off and then 
headed back for the Shamrock, which 
at the time was standing on the star- 
board tuck and heading for the line. 
There was the usual jockeying for the 
windward berth. 


Hard luck was with the challenger, 


for she btood in too near the line and 
wont over before the starting guu was 
fired. 


Tho Columbia, on the other hand, 


was in a beautiful position and poked 
her bow across the line a few seconds 
after the guu was fired. The Sham- 
rock had to wear to recross the line, 
this mistake badly handicapping her 
at the outset. The wind waa not move 
than four knots, and both yachts head- 
ed for the Long Island shore. 


Columbia In tbe Lcutl. 


For nearly an hour both the Colum- 


bia and Shamrock held the port tack, 
the wind being so light at times that 
they alternately fell off with the sen 
aud then luffed up. Shortly after 12 
o'clock they were for a little time prac- 
tically becalmed, but through it all the 
Columbia maintained the lead which 
she had secured at the start. 


Far out at sua later there waa a dark 


streak, showing that there at least was 
some wind. In shore toward the mouth 
of tho harbor a fine eight knot breeze 
was blowing. 


It was slow work for the next twen- 


ty minutes, but then the fickle wind, 
which had been blowing everywhere 
but on the yachts, caught them at last. 
The Shamrock got it first and, with her 
canvas tilling out, darted ahead and rap- 
idly cut down the distance between her 
and the Columbia. Captain Sycamore 
took every possible advantage of the 
favorable slant, and before it had reach- 
ed the Columbia he was almost on even 
terms. Fortune was with the British 
skipper, and, holding tight to the air 
current which he had caught, he slowly 
worked into the windward berth and 
then took the lead. 


The Columbia sot her jib topsail, and 


a few moments* later the Shamrock fol- 
lowed suit. Both boats were now get- 
ting a good slant of wind, aud it seem- 
ed as if tbe Britisher was making the 
most of it, her sails drawing well and 
apparently momentarily widening the 
gap between herself and her rival. 


After another five minutes of sailing 


it looked as if the Columbia had man- 
aged to catch a slight advantage, 
though the Shamrock still had the 
windward position. 


Race Declared Off. 


At 2:14 the Columbia swung about 


and headed for the north shore on the 
port tack, but Captain Barr soon 
brought her around to the starboard 
tack again, the Shamrock still holding 
the windward position and apparently 
being able to catch more of the fluky 
breeze than her rival. At this time •the 
had established a lead, both continuing 
on the starboard tack. 


This lead she never lost to the first 


mark, but, holding her 
advantage, 


rounded 
the stakeboat 
comfortably 


ahead of the Columbia. Three minutes 
later the American boat turned the 
mark, and both went on the port tack. 


The yachts had covered but a few 


more miles in the light wind when, at 
3:40 o'clock, the committee boat hoisted 
the signal deWaring the race off, as it 
was an impossibility to complete the 
remaining distance within the time 
limit. 


At that time the Shamrock was about 


half a mile ahead and in the last half 
hour of sailing seemed to have increas- 
ed her lead over the Columbia.

Remember not to add the salt 
until the dish is taken from the fire, and 
servo it hot, unless, of course, it is to be 
offered as cold or iced beef tea.

women and children, killing peaceable 
citizens and merchants standing with- 
in tbe shelter of their own places of 
business. 
Instead of thus being "a j 


country where work is hell" because It 
is Avar and where we may have to 
breathe air thick with murder aud dy- 
uainite whenever the buyers and sell- 
ers of labor have a difference of opin- 
ion about price we might through all 
these years luue bad a decade of peace, 
and the United States might have been 
"the country without strikes." 


But we ha\e already traveled and 


suffered three-quarters of the way to- 
ward this delightful and inevitable 
consummation. All through the- civiliz- 
ed world the people are working more 
and more toward arbitration. There 
are national and local and trade tribu- 
nals, public and private boards engag- 
ed in keeping the industrial peace. 
They have often succeeded in keeping 
it and keeping It well. They have done 
vast good aud repaid a hundredfold all 
they cost in labor and money. This Is 
the necessary preliminary work before 
the litial solution of the problem. Arbi- 
tration of labor disputes by disinterest- 
ed outsiders has been proved practical 
and beneficent. The next step Is to or- 
ganize it into an Institution. We must 
lift it from the region of the private to 
that of the public, from the temporarj 
to the permanent. We must make it 
the rcfugo of all instead of the acci- 
dental good fortune of a few and create 
out oC the general duty of arbitration 
the gfiH'ial right of arbitration. 


Every man who says that public opin- 


ion is the real arbiter between labor 
and capital therewith gives away the 
whule case against arbitration courts. 
]f it is true that public opinion is the 
arbiter, as every one says, the parties 
themselves arc not the arbiters. The 
decision does not rest with them, but 
upon a tribunal outside of them. They 
have no absolute right to make war, 
disturb the peace, prosperity and hap- 
piness of themselves, each other and 
the people. If It is right to go outside 
the combatants to find an arbiter, it i.s 
right to find the best arbiter aud to 
make his intervention final and effi- 
cient. 


Let tbe gentlemen who advocate that 


those questions of the ownership of life 
and property which we call strikes and 
lockouts shall be made subject only to 
the pressure of public opinion convince 
us of their sincerity by, offering to 
leave their property, their charters, 
their rights, under the protection also 
of public opinion without law. As Vol- 
taire said to tbe proposal to abolish 
capital punishment, "Let the assassins 
begin the reform." 


Without the help of any society, with 


no party, with no literary bureau, sim- 
ply by the magnetism which justice 
draws from the general good will aud 
common sense, the agitation for arbi- 
tration courts makes headway day by 
day. It moves visibly along the line of 
the law of social progress, never better 
expressed than by William Penn. the 
great commonwealth builder, when he 
said, "The pa^h of peace is justice, and 
the path of justice is government." 
That is, it is the path of public opinion 
plus a law. 


That indeed is tbe proper test of a 


real public opinion. 
Public opinion 


does not begin to exist until it has 
crystallized into the resolute use of all 
the power that is necessary—first, to In- 
vestigate; second, to decide; third, to 
execute. Public opinion in labor dis- 
putes cannot get publicity without law. 
It does it nowhere else. Public opinion 
cannot get obedience without law, com- 
pulsion. It does it nowhere else. 


Whenever there is a strike or lockout 


the chief party In interest drifts help- 
less in the cross currents of a chaotic 
sea of public opinions which struggle 
in vain to be tbe "sound public opin- 
ion" for which Bishop Totter calls. All 
we have is a muddle of. hearsay, street 
talk, newspaper reports and "state- 
ments" put out sometimes in unscrupu- 
lous desperation by both contestants. 


Absolutely nothing can change the color 


of the eyes. Belladonna enlarges the pu- 
pils for a short time, but does so invaria- 
bly at the price of the sight. 


This we must swallow without the pos- 
sibility of disinfection by true public- 
ity. The public does not know the facts. 
It knows it does not know them, and it 
knows it cannot know them. 


If there was an "intolerable decision" 


by an arbitration court, it would be an 
exception. It is not tbe habit of the 
judges of other courts to render intol- 
era hie decisions, though Hiey do it once 
In a while. In arbitration, public or 
private, it has not been the usual result 
that decisions were awarded which 
were odious or impossible. It Is only 
reasonable to Judge of tbe probable fu- 


ture of arbitration by tbe past. A court 
of 
arbitration 
would 
be 
composed 


equally of representatives elected by la- 
bor and representatives elected by capi- 
tal. It would be presided over by a 
Judge of the supreme court pf the Unit- 
ed States. It would'sit In the full light 
of publicity, aided by experts with ac- 
cess to all books, persons aud papers. 
Such a court, however imperfect, would 
griud out In tlie long run decisions more 
tolerable and more practical than are 
ground out now by our anarch} court— 
our bench of "upper dogs." 


Labor troubles are passing under the 


control of the judges and will do so 
more,and more. "Capitalist judges!" 
the workingnu'u say. Far better for 
the striker that the "capitalist judge" 
sit m such an arbitration court than iu 
a star chamber. 


The humane employer, the reasona- 


ble, broad gauge, righteous man, is now 
at the meicy of the worst among his 
competitors. Strikes are often not really 
contests of employers with employees, 
but between employers who are cut- 
ting wages in order to cut prices and 
are using their working people as 
troops in warring against each other., 
"Business is business," and the man 
who would like to do business so that 
it would also be good will among men 
must suppress such sentimentality and 
keep up with the pace set for him in 
the practical world or gw out ot tbe 
world. An arbitration cotirt would pro- 
tect good employers and honest bus! 
ness men by setting up for all their 
competitors a standard of wages and 
conditions and quality of work below 
which none could go. Competition 
would be chauged from downward to 
upward. 


During the recent strike in Connecti- 


cut a judge, together with an injunc- 
tion against the men, issued an attach- 
ment against all their homes, furniture, 
their lifetime sin ings in tbe savings 
banks and all their other property to 
make good any damage he might later 
decide they had done to their employ- 
ers. 
In Ohio a suit for $25,000 has 


been brought against some striking 
metal workers which if decided against 
them will destroy their union and 
bankrupt every man. 
The house of 


lords iu England has just made a de- 
cision under which it will be possible 
to sweep into the pockets of employ- 
ers held damaged by the courts all 
the tens of millions of sick aud old 
age and friendly benefit funds which 
have been accumulated for a genera- 
tion by the English trades unions, put- 
ting an end forever to the efforts of 
labor to combine against combined 
masters. Suits which may have this 
effect have been already begun. 


How do the workingmen like this 


kind of compulsory arbitration? 


Down the \ Ista which stretches be- 


tween the diseinployment with which 
his present compulsion begins and the 
starvation with which 
It ends the 


American workinguiun can see troop- 
ing on to meet him his police iu riot 
drill, with (Jailing guns, hired mi-r- 
c'onarles dressed as deputy sheriffs, 
the "crack" regiments of militia, judges 
with injunctions and with judgments 
and dungeons without trial by jury 
for contempt of court—the now Amer- 
ican lew majesty—and regular army 
generals on mauback w ith martial law 
and Idaho bull pens. 


How do the American workingmen 


like the compulsory arbitration they 
already ha\e? 


In Ohio and New Jersey within a few 


weeks citizens have been fined largo 
Minis of money they could not pay and 
have been imprisoned without trial by 
jury because they spoke peaceably to 
their fellow citizens on the public 
streets on such matters of business as 
the price of the goods they bad to sell— 
—their own flesh and blood. 


Under the system of 
arbitration, 


courts "government 
by 
injunction" 


would be unknown, every man would 
be free to discuss every aspect of his 
business in court or out of it, the work- 
ingraen would elect in their own trades 
unions one-lialf of tbe judges, and all 
the books, papers and witnesses needed 
to make iiicar every question would be- 
within reach of this court of which 
they make an equal part. 


This is the "compulsory arbitration" 


they might have. How do the Ameri- 
can workiugmc-n like the compulsory 
arbitration they have? 


A judge cannot compel a man to 


work. That is true. Only a Pullman or 
a Spring Valley Coal company can do 
that. Arbitration would have to leave 
and does leave workman or capitalist 
free to work or not, as be chooses. But 
it would say, and enforce It, that if he 
did work he must do it on the terms ju- 
dicially fixed. The workingman must 
have "the living wage," tbe capitalist 
must have "the living profit," fixed by 
the court. The community that has the 
right to forbid or control dangerous oc- 
cupations has the right to forbid or 
control the most dangerous of all—that 
of creating paupers and derelicts. 


An arbitration court would not com- 


pel the parties to arbitrate any more 
than ordinary courts compel them to 
litigate. 


But if one wanted to litigate instead 


of fighting in the streets, the other 
rnu&t defend himself. That is all. The 
workingmen would be liable to be 
called into court by employers only if 
they were incorporated and registered 
intentionally for that purpose. At any 
time they could .withdraw. The em- 
ployers and employees could agree 
with each other never to go Into the 
arbitration court. Then neither would 
have to arbitrate'. Employers could not 
summon employees Into court In any 
event if these had not organized In or- 
der to ninke themselves subject to Its 
Jurisdiction. 


The arbitration court would leave la- 


bor and capital free to make tholr own 
bargains, as now. 
They could kettle 


tlioir differences in any peaceful way 


out of the way of'tue public and if one 
of them would rather arbitrate than 
fight the otlie;r roust come Into court 
upon being summoned. 


Under arbitration courts employers 


or laborers could knock off at' any time. 
They could stop- for a vacation. They 
I'ould stop because they had made nion- 
ey enough. 
TJie.V Could stop because 


they had' lost money enough. 
They 


could stop because they did not like 
each other's looks. 'All this "freedom 
of the Individual" they would have. 
But under compulsory arbitration or- 
ganized society, public opinion plus a 
law, would say to either if brought in- 
to court by the other: "You shall not 
stop work temporarily in belligerency 
to settle by economic violence differ- 
ences that ought to be settled in eco- 
nomic peace. 
To force,the other to 


make an unwilling bargain you shall 
not dislocate the markets, interrupt in- 
dustry, spread de\astatlon into inno- 
cent homes and business and probably 
disturb the public peace and bring on 
riots, arson and bloodshed. 
If you 


will not settle your differences by pri- 
vate or public arbitration, we will set- 
tle them or yon can go out of business, 
but you must stay out until you are 
willing to play the game according to 
these rules."

BRITISH WAGES. 


Tbe General Level Stood Hijcber at 


End of 1OOO Tlian Ever Before. 
The annual report of the labor de- 


partment of the British board of trade 
represents the year 1000 as the high 
water mark of the working classes as 
regards increase in wages aud reduc- 
tion of hours. It was the culminating 
period iu the upward movement which 
began iu 1800. The official labor com 
missioner vi rites: 


"Not only did the general level of 


wages iu the United Kingdom stand 
higher at the end of 1000 than in auj 
other year for which statistics e\ist 
but the rate of Increase during last 
year was uuprecedentedly high. If wt 
confine oui selves to the Industries t'oi 
which it is possible to obtain detltiiti 
statistics, we find that no fewer thai. 
1,112,084 workpeople, or about one-sex 
euth of the total employed, receive*! 
advances during the year amounting ti 
no less than £212,000 per week, whlli 
only 23,010 sustained decreases to tli« 
unimportant amount of £2,SOO per weeU 
The net weekly rise of t:il)u,000 coin 
pares with 191,000 in Itf'J'J and CSl.UOi 
In 1898. 


"As in the two previous years, by fai 


the larger amount of the increase 1- 
aeoouuted for by the rise of miners 
wages, which rose on the average ueai 
ly 4s. Od. —rather more than a dollar- 
pcr week in the course of the year am 
accounted for £108,000, or .SO per cen1 


of the total weekly iucrea.se of wages 
Taking Into account the \niions date 
at which the changes caino Into opera 
tion, it is estimated that the addlllouu 
amount disbursed 
In wages 
during 


1'JOO, occasioned solely by the iuereasi 
of wages recorded in tins report, apan 
fiom any change iu the number of tin 
woiklng population, was not less thai 
10,000,0110." 


Writing, however, in July last, he has- 


to record that the first half of the pres- 
ent year has tu corded with tlie sign- 
which were not wanting toward tin 
cud of 11(00 that tho period of 
wages was dinwlng to a close. The in 
creases of wages, though still in on 
widespread than the decreases, ha\< 
not balanced them in amount, so thai 
for tho first time since IS'.Ci the net el 
feet bus been a fall amounting to neat 
ly i:!0,000 a week, the decline belli; 
most marked In the mining and iroi 
and steel trades, which recently him 
shown the greatest rise. 


In spite of the great amount of alter 


ation in 1000 it is recorded that only f 
per cent of those whose wages were 
changed were engaged in disputes on 
this account. This was largely due U 
the extent to which wages iu tbe coal 
iron and other staple trades are now 
adjusted by conciliation and 
wage*- 


boards, sliding scales or similar ma 
chmery, the cases of more than half 
the workpeople concerned being ar 
ranged by such methods. 


Money For Miners' Hclri. 


A dispatch from Salt Lake City says 


Personal donations aggregating $90.000 
it has been announced here, have been 
made by William J. rainier aud George 
Foster Pea body, until recently larg< 
faharebolders In the Pleasant Vallej 
Coal company of Utah. In May, 11)00 
an explosion at the Scofleld mine kill 
ed nearly 200 people. A public fund ot 
over $100,000 was subscribed, and sub 
sequeutly tbe company gave the heir*- 
of each victim $500, or a total of $100,- 
000. 


It is now announced that Messrs. 


Palmer and Peabody, having severed 
all personal connection with the com 
pany, donate $230 to the heirs of each 
person killed and to each person seri- 
ously Injured, the total amounting to 
$.r»0,000. 
They also give $10,000 each 


to St. Mark's Episcopal and the Holy 
Cross Roman Catholic hospitals of Salt 
Lako City. 


In addition, §20,000 Is given for the 


establishment of emergency hospitals 
at the four principal camps of the coal 
company.

When outsiders were uncertain as to 


whether the men of the Carnegie group 
of mills woujd go on strike, the agents 
of the United States Steel company had 
reasonably accurate knowledge that 
they would remain at work. This In- 
formation came- from a well organized 
spy system -which was Installed Iu the 
Carnegie service by 11. C. Frick imme- 
diately after the great Homestead 
strike. The work, or, rather, the re- 
sults of this espionage, may be told, but 
the system cannot be described. If It 
has a head, he Is not known. It must 
havo many branches or sections, as it 
passes from one management to an- 
other and continues to perform its 
work in the same thorough and relent- 
less way. 
Time after time men have 


been called to the office and told they 
were no longer employees of the Carne- 
gie mills because they had become un 
ion men. It is sufficient for discharge 
for one man to tell another that he Is 
thinking of joining the union. 
Tbe 


management makes no secret of this 
policy. It is thoroughly understood. It 
is not discussed by the subordinates 
merely accepted as a matter of fact 


The men t>f the towns along tbe Mo 


nongahela have a wholesome respect 
for this spy system. It links iu the 
lage store, It reaches the preachers of 
their churches. It searches the hearts 
of their children. It hears the gossip of 
the old men nnd women, It knows the 
muttorings of half drunken workmen 
it goes with the mill men on their boll 
day outings, it pries Into the secrets o 
their family, and when it finds a traci 
of unionism tbe knife of the vigilnu 
manager Immediately slices it off. 


Since the Carnegie mills went iuU 


the trust and the constituent compa 
nies of the United States Steel com 
pany have had a chance to see tin 
workings of tho perfect spy system o 
the Carnegie mills they have taken ad 
vantage of this knowledge and ustab 
lislied something similar. For Instance, 
in the sheet steel, steel hoop uud tin 
companies of the combinations have 
been formed labor bureaus. 
These 


have u little more to do than the spy 
system of the Carneglcs. 
The latter 


only have to keep employees out of un- 
ions and prevent union men from be- 
coming employees. In the other con- 
stituent companies union men must 
bo dealt •with. It Is n part of the job 
of thi'so labor bin onus to keep thor- 
oughly in touch with the doings In the 
union. It is peilmps not their intention 
to control tlicso unions, but the em- 
ploying companies certainly seek to 
have enough influence to prevent trou- 
ble w lion It is brewing. 


It is more than llUoly that the spy 


system in Its present form originated 
with the hard coal carrying roads 
They piobnbly have more strike trou- 
bles than any other corporations and 
have become very experienced In the 
task of dealing with labor dltlioulties. 
Of course it is understood that other 
ralhoads ha\o their labor bureaus and 
have had for years, probably since the 
strike- of 1S77, but thoy are very dif- 
ferent departments from tbe labor de- 
partment of tho modern trust. In the 
latter case it i« perfected, like the third 
degree of tin- Russian police system. 
The labor dopjirtnients of Independent 
corpoiations luue 
thorough 
under- 


standings with one another. 


The coal miners are the most restive 


of workers, and there the spy system 
Is found highly developed. 
A "dis- 


turber" will find dllllculty in remain- 
ing with new employers very long, 
lie will be located by some traveling 
investigator and got rid of In some 
way. 
More than likely he will be 


fused employment when he asks for It, 
as he must furnish the name of the 
last man he worked for, with a refer- 
ence. 


The labor bureau system is firmly 


established In all the large employing 
companies 
in 
Pittsburg, 
and 
the 


amount of knowledge these men have 
of what is going on among the men 
In the mills of the country la little 
short of amazing. In each of these bu 
reaus will be found the names of tho 
most active union agitators In the 
small and large towns of 
Indiana. 


When application for employment Is 
made, the name of the worker goes at 
once to the labor bureau. 
If he Is 


found undesirable from a corporation 
standpoint, he will soon find himself 
out of the mill.—Pittsburg Cor. In- 
dianapolis Journal.

King Edward VII. when he was yet

Youthful Dnyii oC One nt America's 


GreatVHt l»H-n. 


Henry Clay wns boun in Virginia in 


1777. His father was a Baptist minister 
who received such a very small salary 
ti.at his family of seven children were all 
born to strictest poverty. When Henry 
was four years old, his father died, leav- 
ing his widow to maintain a fearful 
struggle in providing for her little flock 
of sons and daughters. All of the chil- 
dren were obliged to work, and very hard, 
too, to assK- in keeping utter destitution 
away. Henry was "mill boy" of the fam- 
ily—that is, he had to attend to the cart- 
ing of grain to u mill a long distance 
away and to bring back the flour after 
his cargo had been ground. Iu those days

cornmcal was u«ed much more than 
wheat flour, and Henry bad to help gath- 
ei the harvest and to shell all tbe corn, as 
well as feortins and packing that to be 
taken to the mill. This was very hard 
work. 


His first place was in the store of a 


liiclunoiid merchant, but before long, 
with his .stepfather's help, ho succeeded 
in securing a position in the clerk's cilice 
of Virginia's high court of chancery. 
Here his faithfulness' to his duties and 
hih politeness of manner gained him a 
strong friend in Chancellor Wythe, who 
had much influence. Through the influ- 
ence of this gentleman Henry Clay at 
the ago of nineteen became a law student 
in the ollice of the attorney general of 
Virginia. Henry was admitted to the bar 
wl'eu still under age. His family had 
moved to Kentucky, and Henry followed, 
entering at once into a line practice of 
law.

tome of the Barbaroti* Law» That 


I'aed to Be Enforced. 


Sir Samuel Itomilly was the first who 


endeavored to soften, the rigor of the 
enminallaw. In 1808 he passed a bill re- 
pealing the statute of Elizabeth, which 
made larceny punishable by death, and 
three or four years later, he earned other 
bills of a similar nature. Indeed, it is 
chiefly owing to his efforts that out- crim- 
inal system is indebted for its present 
chai-acttdislics of humanity. 


One or two of the former punishments 


are so curious that it may be interesting 
to notice them. 
In the time of Henry 


A'lll. poisoning was made treason, and 
the punishment was to be boiled alive, 
which was carried out in the case of John 
Itous, who threw poison into n pot of 
broth prepareUjfor the bishop of Roches- 
ter's family. This, in common with many 
iiore of Henry VIII.'s barbarous laws, 
was repealed by Edward VI. The law 
of retaliation was introduced by statute

But this punishment has existed in 


modern Europe. Thus, in Spain, at Jaen, 


n March 1, 1832, a man, for. murdering 
is daughter-in-law, after being placed 
n a barrel with a cock, a snake, a mon- 
key and a toad, was thrown into the 
Ivor. 
Another common punishment, now long 
'bsolete, was disfigurement, as every one 
ic-iiuuiiited with tlie records of the star 
hamber knows.

weaken tbe culprit, whereas the loss of 
n arm or linger does. Early law always 
dvocated member for member, forgetting 
hat on a repetition of Ihe offence the 
mnishmont cannot be repeated.—Gentle- 
nan's Magazine.

road, which the company has extended 
to the broad marsh at its own expense, 
building a driveway beside the track. 
The marsh is crossed by a half mile fill, 
the embankment being 5 feet high and 
30 feet ia its surface width. A bridge, 
400 feet long, spins BUckwater river. 


The line reaches the beach dunes at a 


point very near the noted Major's rock. 


<t boundary point of Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire, and can easily be con 
nected with the dummy railway from 
Salisbury beach. Thtnce the new rail 
way runs for 1 1-2 miles along Seabrook 
beach, commanding charming views 
seaward and inland.
